TROOPS IN POSITION TO 
MEET THE JAPANESE 


DALNY (4 miles by sea from Port Ar- 


thur). Feb. 29.— There was a gale from the 
north all day, accompanied by terrific thun- 
der and lightning. The Bay of Corea was 
mountainous. 

In the last week Gen. Linevitch has sent 
17,000 fully equipped soldiers southeast from 


Liau-Yang toward the Yalu, and more than 
thirty-five thousand men are now in the 
field between Takuchan and Tunghwan, the 
center being at Siu Yen. All the commis- 
sariat battalions have gone through safe- 
ly. Two regiments of Russian cavairy have 
been K in northern Corea for a 
week past, and the scouts, who are return- 
ing. report that ne Japanese, —_ small 
orces of mounted men, are within 
versts (100 miles) of the frontier. 

The right of the Russian army is only 10 
miles northwest of the Yalu. The campat 
Tackuchan. where the left wing rests, is 
heavily fortified and artillery covers every 

nt of the coast line on the Bay of 
ore, where a landing by the enem« be- 
tween Port Arthur and Takucham could be 
made. Cossack cavalry trol the hills 
leading from the coast. The ammy officers 
are confiient the Japanese will have to 
fight in Corea, south of the Yalu. as all 
points in lower Manchuria and the gulf 
are successfully guarded. 

Since Gen. Linevitch moved down from 


Mukden to Llau-Vang great progress has 


been made in forwarding troops. armv sup- 
plies and nurses towa the Yatu. 
are coming into Liau-Yang from Mukden 
at the rate of a day. The mifttary 
road from Liau-Yang to Wiju_ presents 
many difficulties because of heavy 
snow early in February and the storms of 
the last week. 

This has made the artillery movements 
necessarily slow, but it is understood that 
the southeastern army is almost ready for 
the first serious operations of the war. Gen. 
Linevitch will take command in person 
when the advance is made on Corea, and, 
as he is yet in Liau-Yang, it is assumed 
that no attack in force will be made for 
several weeks. | This means that no infan- 
try will cross the Yalu and that operations 
of a hostile character in Corea will be con- 
fined to small bodies of cavalry.

Letter She Was Writing States She

NEW YORK, March 1-—Beautiful Ada 
Thompson Crutchfield of Little Rock, Ark., 
is being carried back to her Southern 
home to be buried beneath the flowers she 
loved so dearly. 

Ill and gasping for air at the window of 


the exclusive Barnard apartment, she 
plunged through the open window and was 
dashed lifeless on the stone-paved court- 
yard 90 feet below. She barely escaped im- 
palement upon a tall iron fence, her body 
being found huddled near a fence and 
near a wooden barrel which was smashed 
to kindling by the force of her fall. 

Mrs. Crutchfield was the wife of David 
Crutchfield, a cotton broker, formerly a 
wealthy lawyer of Nashville, Tenn. 

There is some doubt as to whether she 
fell in a moment of dizziness or whether 
she committed suicide as an escape from 
permanent invalidism. Josephine Nolan, 
who acted as nurse and companion in the 
Crutchfield home, and a maid were absent 
from the room when Mrs. Crutchfield fell.

Folk Men Jump 
From Windows. 


The Hawes men protested loudly, and 
there was more shouting and fighting. 
Two men at the rear door exchanged 


several blows before they were 9 
apart by the crowd; three other me 
two * one, fought in the crow 
near the center of the room. 

As soon as the meeting was declared 
adjourned, the Folk men started to 
leave the room. The men with the 
Hawes badges held them. A dozen of 
the Folk men pushed. their way to the 
windows and jumped out of them to the 
ground, a distance of 10 feet. 

Then the Hawes men took possession. 
They yelled joyous accord to every propo- 
sition made by Claud Martin, who took 
immediate charge of the m „and 
called for the nomination of a permanent 
chairman. Thomas M. Jenkins, a resident 
of the Twenty-fifth werd in St. Louis, 
nominated Martin. He was chosen by ac- 
clamation, 

Martin ree to speak. The few Folk 
men left in the room tried to protest, but 
they were silenced in various ways, chief- 
ly by being howled down. When that did 
not serve they were thrown down and 
hustled out of the room. 

“While the racket was going on Martin 
announced that Lee Barton of Clayton had 
been elected secretary and Patrick King 
of Bonhomme township sergeant-at-arms. 
Then he asked for a call of the roll of del- 
gates. There were more weak protests. 
more yells, more fights, and amid them ali 
the rollcall proceeded. 

The Folk men took no part in the meet- 
ing after the eo that the convention 
was adjourned until Saturday, except to 
protest ar“ declare that the Hawes meet- 
ing was irregular. 

Arter awhile they even ceased to protest, 
and the meeting proceeded to the selec- 
tion of delegates to the state convention, 
whom the awes men will seek to have 


seated. 

At noon the meeting adjourned. At 12:30 
o'clock the great mass of Hawes badges 
had disappeared. They started back to 
St. Louls on the first cars. There were 
only about 26 or 30 men with Hawes badges 
in sight 15 minutes later. 

Jesse , one of the oom mitteemen 
and a Folk supporter, who took part in 
the first of the meeting and left as soon 
as it was declared adjourned, 

We do’ not recognize the hte of the 
Hawes men as in any way legal.” They 
stormed the meeting, and started a riot. 
They. made it 1 to hold a con- 
vention, and so the convention was for- 
mally, though hastily, adjourned to meet 
at Kirkwood Saturday. 

“Adjournment was the only course pos- 
sible unless there was to be bloodshed.’’

CAMERA BROKEN; REPORTER 
AND PHOTOGRAPHER BEATEN 


A newspaper photographer, attempting to 
take a photograph of a crowd of men 
wearing red Hawes badges and standing 
at the Clayton courthouse at 10:2) o'clock 
Tuesday .morning, was assaulted, knocked 
down and kicked, his camera broken and 
his photographic plates scattered and de- 
stroyed., 

A newspaper reporter who went to his as- 
sistance was also knocked down and 
kicked. 

The camera was kicked over the street 
for 100 yards, and the tripod was broken 
across a telephone pole. 

The victims of the attack were A. A. 
Coult, photographer, and P. E. Burton, re- 
porter, representing the St. Louls Republic. 
Immediately after the assault they swore 
out blank warrants before Justice Greens- 
felder, charging assault and malicious de- 
struction of property. 

The attack occurred soon after the arrival 
of .John Lavin, Democratic City Central 
Committeeman from the Twenty-eighth 
ward, with four or five men wearing 
Hawes badges, and was the first incident 
in a day of excitement for the usually 
serene county seat. Lavin and his follow- 
ers joined the crowd at the courthouse 
steps. 

Coult began to place his camera in posi- 
tion across the stret, but before he could 
set it, a man ran out from the crowd and 


known to Coult, kicked the-camera over 
and struck Coult in the face. Burton ran 
up and remonstrated, saying he and the 
photographer were representing the Repub- 
lic. Someone struck him a hard »blow in 
the face. knocking him down. Both Coult 
and Burton were painfully bruised. 


Sheriff Refused 


to Stay in Town. 

“We don’t care who your are,“ shouted 
the men. We don’t care what paper you 
are with. You call us Indians.“ but you 
can’t take any photograph of these ‘In- 
@ians.’ If you try it any more, we'll break 
your camera and you too.“ 

As they shouted, they struck and kicked 
at Burton and Coult, and kicked the camera 
down the street. There were 2 men in 
the attacking party. 

Lavin was not in the attackian party, 
accorfing to witnesses, but did nothing to 
prevent the assault. The same course was 
pursued by Thomas M. Jenkins, who had 
come out with @ trolley carioad of men, 
and who says the assault was committed 
by “irresponsible persons.” 

The only men to interfere were Pattison 
Rain, who lives in Ferguson, and a Mr. 
Chase, whose home is in St. Louis. They 
argued with the attacking party, and final- 
ly persuaded them to stop beating Coult 
and Burton and confine their attacks to the 
camera. 

No deputy sheriffs or constable inter- 
fered, and no arrest was made. An effort 
was made after the attack to find Sheriff 
Hencken, but he could not be found. Er- 
nest Marshall, leader of the Folk men, says 
he asked the sherif to remain in Clayton 
Tuesday, but Hencken replied: “I won't 
have anything to do with it.“

CANNOT AECOVER 
BUCKETSHOP LOSS 


Money Deposited for Margins and So 
Dissipated Held Not to Con- 
stitute Good Evidence. 


The Court of Appeals handed down a de- 
cision Tuesday to the effect that a person 
who loses money in a bucketshop tran- 
sdctlon on margins cannot recover. 

The opinion was given in the case of 
George W. See against Charles H. Runai. 
See alleged that he dealt in futures and 
options with Runzi and that the latter 
won money from him. 

The defendant set up on demurrer that 
dealing and gambling in options, where 
money was deposited for margins and lost, 
is not evidence of such a gain under the 


statutes as would enable recovery. 

The court states that it is a general 
rule of law that a loser voluntarily pay- 
ing to a winner the stake lost cannot re- 
cover in the absence of express special 
statutory enactments conferring such right 
of action. .

races. These are some of the points urged 
by Mrs. Henderson ‘in the cause of tem- 
perate habits and right living: 

“Man is the only animal that loges half 
his progeny in early youth; indeed, nature's 
avenger of physical sing destroys a third 
of the human race before the anniversary 
of its first birthday, and the average hu- 
man life is but thirty-three years of more 
or loss physical imperfection. 

Sir Duncan Gibb, before the London 
Anthropological Soclety, gave an account 
of the examination of six centenarians. He 
found the organs of circulation and respir- 
ation like those in the prime of fe. In 
nearly all the special senses were unim- 
paired and the intelligence perfect. We 
are as old as our arteries,’ says Virchow. 

„How delightful if we could have no 
counting of ages, except as we are phy- 
sically young or physically old! One's ten- 
ure on life depends upon how far the body- 
machine is worn out. Physiological age 
would give us 80 years young or 2% years 
old, according to conditions. 

‘Tt is said that the human structure, as a 
machine, is capable of more than 1200 dif- 
ferent motions, performed by muscles and 


majesty of health’’ 


bones in combination, and that there are 
208 distinct bones and 622 voluntary muscles. 
It ie also saig that in its minute ramifica- 
tions and in connection with the brain there 
are over 10,000,000 lines to supply the tele- 
graphic system of nerves. The heart beats 
in health 70 times a minute; 2% ounces of 
blood pass through at each beat. This 
means 175 ounces a minute and 7% tons a 
day. In normal vigor each drop of blood 
makes the entire circuit of the body in be- 
tween two and three minutes—a daily trip 
of about 168 miles, through grand canale 
and endless tributaries. Should not such 
activity satisfy any reasonable owner and 
possessor of that wonderfully intricate of- 
ganism, that gift of divine invention and 
workmanship, a normal living body? It 
seems not, when one takes a pols on to make 
it, in self-defense, work faster and still 
harder. 

“Granting that man is physically sound, 
the keynote of happiness ig undoubtedly 
good work. The mere existence of society 
depends upon work, and as the work is, 
such is soclety—good, bad or indifferent, 

My first suggestion for anti-worry and 


Prestful sleep would be: No dug or other 
bunsanitary habit. 


Second, simply empty the 
brain of thoughts, and, mind you, without 
effort. Effort is inimical to rest. Third, if 
we do as well as we can for others, why 
worry? Worrying but handicaps our facul- 
ties to do as well as we might for others.“ 

Mrs. Henderson's rules for health and 
longevity may be thus summed up: Study 
the laws of nature for health and the reme- 
dies of nature for cure; avoid all poisons 
(drugs, liquors, tobacco); take abundant ex- 
ercise in pure air, but always short of fa- 
tigue; eat only the amoung of food that na- 
ture requires; cultivate normal sleep in 
rooms well sunned, well ventilated and not 
overheated; work while you work and rest 
while you rest, avoiding worry.
